Local residents digit-conscious 


Although L. Marie 
Warfel, Sierra Madre 
city clerk for 33 years, 
retired Dec. 30, the City 
Council apppointed her 
as interim city clerk at 
Tuesday’s council meet¬ 
ing. She will appoint a 
deputy clerk to assist 
her. At an election set 
for Apr. 10, another city 
clerk will be elected for 
a four-year term. 

April 10 is also set 
for city election for city 
treasurer and two mem¬ 
bers of the council. Doug 
Berkshire is city treas¬ 
urer, and Mayor Clem 
Bartolai and Council¬ 
man Carl Griffin are also 


up for re-election. 

Nominations are open 
as of today, Thursday, 
Jan. 12 for all of these 
positions. Nomination 
period closes Feb. 2 at 
5 p.m. If any incum¬ 
bents fail to file, the per¬ 
iod is extended for five 
more days, until Feb. 7 

at 5 p.m. 

Nomination papers 
may be taken out at city 
hall located at 232 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The council accepted 
proposals to provide for 
a general across the 
board increase for classi¬ 
fied employees of 
salary increase and an 


additional 2% P.E.R.S. 
(4%) contribution by the 
city. The city will pay a 
total of 4% of the 7% 
employee contribution to 
P.E.R.S. 

The vote was 4 - 1 
with Councilman Tom 
Edwards dissenting. 

The council decided to 
adjourn until Jan. 17 
for a personnel session to 
discuss the management 
proposal. 

The City Council up¬ 
held a Planning Com¬ 
mission decision at Tues¬ 
day evening’s meeting 
and denied the appeal by 
Clive Evans against Gary 


Arndt, prospective build¬ 
er at 714 Brookside 
Lane in the lower can¬ 
yon. 

The commission con¬ 
ducted a public hearing 
Dec. 15 and granted the 
variance: however, Evans 
attempted to upset that 
decision when he went 
to the council later in 
December. Ralph Brown 
also appeared Tuesday 
evening with evidence 
against Arndt. 

Arndt modified the 
proposed site plan and 
resubmitted a variance 
request for side yard 
setbacks of three feet on

Double-barreled events 
planned for February 2 


Area people are having to get used to two new 
numbers as of last week. Sierra Madreans are now 
hooked into a 911 emergency code and local people 
in this foothill area have had their telephone area 
code changed from the prefix 213 to 818 as of last 
week. 

Sierra Madre fire and police vehicles now bear 
signs informing residents of the new 911 emergency 
code, a state-mandated emergency telephone system. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts explains 
that anyone calling 911 is protected by the added 


safeguard — an automatic display on a monitor 
of the caller’s address and telephone number assures 
that emergency services are dispatched to the correct 
location. Therefore, even if the caller hangs up or 
is unable to relay information to the dispatcher, 
police will know where to go for the emergency. 

All pay phones are adjusted so a dial tone is 
heard as soon as the receiver is lifted. 

This new system is for emergencies only. The 
old system —355-1414 for police and 355-1401 for

Although comedian Bob Hope and his troupe 
entertained about 20,000 American troops in the 
Beirut, Lebanon area over Christmas, there will 
probably be millions viewing the two-hour show 
Jan. 15 on Channel 4. Gene Perret of San Marino, 
lead writer for Hope and columnist for the Sierra 
Madre News, accompanied Hope along with 38 
other stars and NBC television crew members on 
the trip Dec. 20-Dec. 27. 

A former La Canada woman, Julie Hayek, 
who is now Miss USA, was also part of the en¬ 
tourage who traveled to the other side of the world' 
on a typical Hope tour to servicemen. 


‘‘It was memorable to see Hope throwing 
jokes at the kids (servicemen) and the kids loving 
it. It was great reparte. And yet you could go out¬ 
side on the decks (of the ships where Hope enter¬ 
tained) and watch gunfire on land. 1 kept thinking, 
‘Our way is better — throwing jokes back and 
forth’,” Perret told the News. 


I’m 
one of Bob Hope’s biggest fans and I’ve watched 
him operate, entertaining servicemen since 1941.

2 grapefruit, peeled, segmented and membrane 
removed 

1 C grapefruit juice 
'/: C orange juice 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
Lettuce for garnish 

Mix gelatin with 'A C of orange juice and 
heat until gelatin is dissolved. Add grapefruit 
juice and stir to blend well. Chill until slightly 
thickened. Arrange grapefruit sections in a 
4-C mold. 

Pour chilled gelatin mixture over grapefruit 
and chill for several hours until set. 

To serve, unmold into lettuce garnished 
plate. Garnish with dressing. 

Dressing 

Vi pt. orange yogurt 
1 Tblsp. grated orange rind 
2Tblsp. honey 

Mix all ingredients together with blender or 
processor. Let set at least 2 hrs. before using. 
(This allows the flavors to mix.)

situation although we were never in combat or even 
in danger,” Ferret said. 

The troupe stayed aboard the helicopter carrier 
Guam and entertained troops coming in from the 
beaches of Lebanon and also took the show to five 
other ships. ‘‘We gave seven shows at sea on six 
different ships,” Ferret laughed, shaking his head. 
^‘‘I had the least work. It was the guys behind the 
scenes, the technicians, the sound men, who for 
every show had to set up and break down all that 
equipment. I was the only writer to go but the 
show was primarily written before we went. 1 helped 
make changes in shows. If anything was rough or 
needed to be changed, we (Ferret and Hope) worked 
on that.” 

Ferret had heard rumors that he might be 
accompanying Hope on this year’s tour and they 
had just finished doing the monologue the Thursday 
before they left when Hope walked over to Ferret 
and said, “Pack.” They left five days later. 

They flew to New Jersey where they picked up 
Miss USA and Brooke Shields, then went straight

to Naples on a military plane that had no windows 
and was painted in camouflage colors. 

Hope and the stars rehearsed almost constantly 
in the C141 cargo plane that was outfitted with 
theatre-type seats and small mobile-home units with 
sofas, desks, chairs. 

Their one day of rest in Naples was spent in 
“rehearsal” at the Navy base where they joined 
the 6th Fleet Show Band that traveled with them. 
The band was led by Geoff Clarkson, Hope’s 
musical director. 

Ferret recalled one of Hope’s one-liners de¬ 
scribing travel in Naples: “It was the first time 1 
ever had anyone drive up my shirtsleeve.” 

“The ship we were on wa between seven and 
12 miles from shore and it Wv.j cedled the ‘Beirut 
Hilton’ since it was the ship where the Marines go 
for R and R (rest and relaxation) before returning 
to the beaches. Hope’s a funny man. He’ll start 
something (a run of jokes) and we add to it. He 
ad libs with the guys and they love him. We did a 
show to kids who had received no leave for almost 
three months. In fact, some of these guys were the 
same ones who had been involved in the Grenada 
invasion. The .servicemen were crouched and standing 
and hanging from everything on the hangar deck 
(of the ship) and I kept thinking, ‘God, they’re 
young.’ Those kids came over from the beaches 
any way they could — by helicopter. I think some 
of them swam over, walked over, took taxis, shot 
themselves out of a cannon, any way they could,” 
Ferret quipped. 

The servicemen were extremely polite and 
wonderful hosts. Ferret said. Although there was no 
lack of exhuberance, the young men treated the 
women in the troupe with great respect and, in 
fact, treated everyone connected with the Hope 
tour with many kindnesses. 

Ferret also described how the troupe members 
worked constantly signing autographs, posing for 
pictures and taking pictures of the young service¬ 
men. “They were working the whole time they were 
out there. The show didn’t start when the band be¬ 
gan to play but long before.” 

Ferret also described the feeling of seeing 
Marines armed aboard ships. “When you sit home 
and read about it, you don’t realize what it’s 
like to see these guys wearing helmets and carrying 
loaded guns.” 

He went to Mass on Christmas Eve and in the 
portion where members of the congregation shake 
hands and say, “Feace be with you,” it really had 
meaning. Ferret explained. “We say the word 
‘peace’ so many times but when you say it 
under those conditions, it’s not just to wish you 
well. It really means peace.” 

One of the highlights of the trip — and probably^ 
a sequence that wilt be usecf for the television show 
Jan. 15 — was Ann Gillian singing “Silent Night” 
as the sun set. It was truly an emotional experience 
for the crew and for every serviceman who was 
present. 

The News asked Ferret if he would do another 
tour such as this with Hope. “Yeah, I’d go 
back. It changes you. I love entertainment and 
people but you get a new appreciation for it (enter¬ 
tainment).” 

Did Ferret have any political observations? 

He answered, “The only thing 1 could say 
politically is when you get over there and see those 
youngsters, politics doesn’t matter. You question 
do we belong here or don’t we? 1 don’t know. And 
neither do these kids. For every reason they are 
there, our job was not to decide whether or not we 
should be there. It was just to entertain. It was 
apolitical. And they (the members of the Hope 
troupe) did a good job. You’ll see that on the 15th.”

How public trans¬ 
portation can be de¬ 
signed to best serve the 
needs of residents of 
Sierra Madre will be 
the topic of two work¬ 
shops to be held Mon¬ 
day, Jan. 30, at 2 p.m.

Representatives from 
all community groups 
are invited, as well 
as individuals, to at¬ 
tend one of the work¬ 
shops and voice their 
opinions. 

The meetings will be 
held in the Senior Citi¬ 
zen Center at Park 
House in Memorial 
Park under the spon¬ 
sorship of the Sierra 


Madre Commission on 
the Aging, Inc. 

On hand to receive 
input and answer 
questions will be Dan¬ 
iel Benson, transporta¬ 
tion consultant hired 
to study Sierra Mad- 
re’s unique transit 
needs, and to recom¬ 
mend options. 

To serve residents’ 
needs while the study 
was underway, an in¬ 
terim para-transit 
system was initiated in 
December. It is called 
SMART — Sierra 

Madre’s Augmented 
and Restricted Trans¬ 
portation. SMART 
offers cab service for 


50 cents per fare within 
the city, using a 
voucher system, with 
the balance of the 
actual cost being cover¬ 
ed by Prop. A funds. 
Eveduation of SMART 
will be included in the 
study. 

Input from residents 
on all phases of trans¬ 
portation needs is a 
vital segment of the 
work being done by 
Benson. Only the two 
workshops on Jan. 30 
have been scheduled 
during initial stages of 
the study, so all inter¬ 
ested persons are urged 
to attend.
